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THE POEM THE PRESIDENT PRAISED. 


WE HAVE but lately had opportunity to read the little poem which 

drew from President Roosevelt such unstinted praise and moved him 
to declare the author possessed of undoubted touches of genius. The poem 
has moved us also, 4nd we confess to some natural pride in findirg our 
judgment indorsed beforehand by a littérateur of such eminence. ‘“‘ The 
House on the Hill”’ is not a happy poem. On the other hand, it is not 
overly sad. There is pathos, there is the loneliness of the twilight and the 
restrained and unvoiced melancholy of genius 
in it, but none of the garrulity or littleness of 
ordinary sorrow. Here are a few detached 
stanzas: 

** They are all gone away; 


The House is shut and still. 
There is nothing more to say. 


** Why is it then we stray 
Around that sunken sill? 
They are all gone away.., 


** There is ruin and decay 
In the House on the Hill. 
They are all gone away— 
There is nothing more to say.”’

The president, referring to the poems of which “ The House on the Hill” 
is a sample, says, “‘ There is in them just a little of the light that never 
was on land or sea, and in such a light the objects described often have 
nebulous outlines.”” We cannot agree to this. There is nothing nebulous 
about ‘* The House on the Hill.”” We can see it with our eyes shut. It 
cuts the horizon as clean and clear as a factory-chimney against a full 
moon. If the poem is open to criticism at all, its reserve and studied avoid- 
ance of overstatement must be regarded as a fault. The element of exag- 
geration is totally wanting. Paraphrased, it would run: “ The house is 
on the hill. It’s vacant. That’s all.”” The author has a wonderful knack 
of condensing a world of silent grief into the simplest phrase. That recur- 
rent tail-ender, ‘‘ There’s nothing more to say,” bites into the very heart. 
Tears flow and the shadows creep in a little closer as that wailing note 
shudders its way home. This little word-tragedy almost gives one a sense 
of proprietary bereavement. We feel like one who stands at the gate and 
gazes after the last van-load of goods as it fades into the gloaming, passes 
over the key to the agent, and with a sigh and a last fond glance turns 
wearily down the road. There is nothing more to say.
